of Friday runing round the Budget like a 
white mouse in a cage, but he never once 
got to the centre of the argument.

How long would that 
position have continued to endure under Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government; how long would it 
have endured tnder any Government that 
would be so neglectful and regardless as the 
Opposition had been of the real. needs of 
the country?

COMPARISON WITH 
ENGLAND. 


Deputy McGilligan, in his criticism, had 
said that an increase in the income tax 
should be accompanied by a revision of the 
reliefs and allowances. That revision had 
been made before Mr. McGilligan thought 
of them. The single person, with unearned 
income of £250, now paid less than he wonid 
if he were living in Great Britain, with 5s. 
income tax. Married couples having an 
income of £300, oven at the 5s. rate of 
tax, would be paying less than they were 
paying in the last Budget, when the 3s. 64. 
rate operated. As compared with the posi- 
tion in Great Britain, married couples with 
no children, with income of £350, would be 
paying just slightly over half of what they 
would be paying in Great Britain, with 5s. 
income tax. It had been stated that some

ause oí the increase of income tax. Before 
they go, said Mr. MacEntee, let them study 
the income tax here very carefully, because 
they will find that if they are leaving the 
Free State for England or Northern Ireland 
it will be a case of jumping from the frying 
pan into a very much hotter fire. It was 
only when income went above £600 or £700 
that there was any difference between the two 
classes. In the Free State people with 
£600 would pay £58 15s. Od., and in Great 
Britain they would pay £60 12s. a 
Conditions for married couples with children 
were much more favourable in this country. 
In their case the discrepancy between their 
treatment under Deputy Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment and under the present Government was 
much more pronounced. With his 3s. 6d. 
rate married couples with three children and 
with incomes of over £400 would have paid

What was Mr. Cosgrave’s own record ‘n 
regard to the big industry which finds a 
large share of its market in Great Britain ? 
By the refusal of that company to maintain 
a register of its shareholders here the State 
lost a substantial amount in estate duties 
when one of its Irish shareholders died.

There is, I am told, a possibility that 


the statue of the Reverend Dr. Hanna, at |. 
Carlisle Circus, Belfast, may be removed on | he 


the grounds that it is an obstruction to the 
gyratory system of traffic which has been 
in operation at this point for some time. 
The statue, which has been a landmark 
for many years, obstructs the vision of 
motorists to some extent, and the police 
authorities have recommended its removal 
to the Corporation Improvements Com- 
mittee, which has yet to make its decision. 

On my last visit to Belfast I noticed that 
the statue of Dr. Cooke—known popularly 
as the “ Black Man ’’—prevents drivers 
from taking a wide sweep from Great 
Victoria street into Wellington place. 
This point has become a kind of unofficial 
"bus terminus, and the drivers frequently 
are unable to pass with ease. It would 
be a problem to find a site for either of 
these statues if the Corporation decided to 
remove them. The only available and 
suitable spot, a friend tells me, would be 
outside the Assembly College, which has 
been used as the Parliament House since 
the inception of the Northern Government. 


Unexpected Treasure Trove. 


The days of unexpected fortunes to be 
found in es places are not by any 
means over, although recent stories lack 
most of the romance associated with their 
old-time prototypes. Still, the Norwich 
man, for instance, who during the height 
of the gold “drive ” the other day pro- 
duced half-a-hundred sovereigns which had 
lain hidden away in a modern gas-pipe 
was, I imagine, as little perturbed over 
the commonplace nature of their origin as 
was his contemporary elsewhere who 
admitted to having retrieved a dozen or so 
from the dust-bin. An ancient flour sack 
has just turned out to be treasure trove 
for Mr. Tom Fitzgerald, an Irish barber 
of Pennsylvania. He was cleaning out an 
old house which he had inherited, and 
came across an old chest in the attic, and 
in it was the sack, containing over £2,000 
in notes and gold, Mr. Fitzgerald, by the 
Way, is preparing to come to Ireland to 
spend some of the money. A few months | 
“ge an Italian art dealer noticed some- 
thing wrong with one of his pictures. 
While he was examining it, the frame 
broke, and a cascade of gold coins fell out. 
They amounted to several hundreds of 
old French currency which had been 
secreted in the hollow woodwork since the 
time of Napoleon I. The tidy fortune of 
£15,000 came from behind the sagging 
wallpaper of a dwelling in London a little 
while ago. 


America’s Senior Cardinal. 


The doyen of United States Cardinals— 
all four of whom will visit Ireland next 
month for the Eucharistic Congress— 
ia, of course, the seventy-two-year- 
old Archbishop of Boston, Cardinal 
O'Connell. Born on December 8th, 1859. 
at Lowell, Massachusetts, he was the

raised in the little village of Enagh, Co. 

Cavan. When William, the future car

He decided 
for the priesthood, and entered the semi- 
nary of St. Charles College in Maryland, 
later graduating from Boston College, and 
completing his clerical studies in the 
American College in Rome.

1884, by Cardinal Monaco in St. John 
Lateran, and assigned to the curacy of 
St. Joseph's Church, Medford, Massa- 
chusetts.

Hay Fever, 


The season for that distressing malady, 
hay fever, is again at hand, and, although 
admittedly it is a very minor complaint, 
few sufferers will deny its unpleasantness.

lants which are borne in the air, and cal! 
lorth the well-known symptoms of sneez- 
ing and irritation to the eyes atid throat. 
In some cases, seasonal deafness is a 
feature. From now till about the end of 
July—if the weather is dry and sunny— 
pollen clouds may be expected about the 
meadows and gardens, 8 ing in every 
directing, according to the wind, I have 
not heard of any infallible cure, and, 
apart from a complete change of environ- 
ment during the time, the most successful 
treatment appears to be by vaccination, 
the aim of which is to make the patient 
immune against the specific poisons to 
which he is susceptible. This is taken at 
intervals during the early months of the 
year. In America accurate botanical sur- 
veys have been made in many States with 
a view to ascertaining districts in which 
the ailment may be escaped. 


Che Blanching of a Horse. 


Instances are on record of the human 
hair becoming blanched in a brief space 
of time, or even in a single night, Peden 
severe fright. One may recall how Byron 
makes Bonivard, the hero of ‘‘ The 
Prisoner of Chillon,”’ say: 

My hair is grey. but not with years, 
Nor grew it white in a single night, 
As men's have grown from sudden fears. 

That terror can produce a similar effect 
in the animal world may seem to be 
approaching upon the incredible; yet 
an instance has been recorded recently of 
a horse that had his hair turned white 
by the passage of an aeroplane over him 
in a long field in which he happened to 
be grazing.

BUSY CUSTOMS.

N ald sailing ship captain, who resides 
A in Dublin, shook his head sadly when 
discussing the passages made this 

year by the windjammers engaged in the 
rain race from Australian ports. He re- 
erred to the times when quite a number of 
these vessels had British masters in com- 
mand, and, although the crews. usually. con- 


sisted of “ Dutchmen, Danes and divils,”’ 
one hundred days were considered to be a 
penny below the average. This season one 
vessel has actually taken 146 days to come 
home, while the Abraham Ryberg, which, in- 
cidentally, visited the Liffey two years ago, 
did not reach the Thamés for four months. 
Although the sailor dislikes leaving an Aus- 
tralian port, and the friends he has made 
there during a stay of, perhaps, three months, 
while the ship discharges and loads her 
cargoes, he experiences a strange feeling of 
elation once his vessel is taken to sea and the 
tug casts off the tow-rope. The soulless walls 
which entlose the narrow docks, the racket 
of steamers’ winches and the roar of the 
busy earth are left behind. Around him now 
lie the measureless expanse of the sea and 
the sky; the breeze, purified by sweeping 
over the sheer salt leagues and the impressive 
silence of nature in repose. 

The squat tug, belching forth black smoke 
and looking like some unclean thing in the 
bright sunshine, scurries back to the land, 
leaving the slim hull of the sailing ship to 
move along alone under her lower topsails. 
As though shy of the eyes of men, it is only 
then that she gradually unfolds her beauty 
as the yards are hoisted; the can- 
vas, lookin like white clouds in 
captivity, billows out in round contours. 
Tiers of sails grow one above the other until 
at length she becomes a lofty pyramid, a 
creature of dignity and loveliness, pursuing 
her solitary pilgrimage towards the unattain- 
able horizon.

UNPOPULAR TIMBER, 


Timber continues to arrive fairly regularly 
in the Laffey, and, last week, the Thelma dis- 


charged a consignment of this cargo which 
she had loaded at Norway. Timber, owin 
to its lightness, is carried on deck as wel 
as down the hold, and, for this reason, is un- 
opular with sailors. . Should bad weather 
be encountered, there is always the anxiety 
that some of the wood may be washed over- 
board. It is also liable to shift, and, in 
consequence, it ig no uncommon occurrence 
to see a timber-laden vessel arriving in port 
with a list. 

The Busiris (438 tons register), of Glas- 
gow, a modern type of small cargo vessel, 
byilt for Messrs. Hutchison, Ltd., three 
pa ago at Troon, appeared in the 
Jiffey on Monday with a cargo of 
wine from Cadiz and Oporto. From 
all accounts, Oporto is still quite a busy 
place, so far as shipping ig concerned, despite 
the existing depression in trade, Not only 
has it, perhaps, the largest exportation of 
wine in Portu ral and Spain, but it hag other 
industries, including the spinning of cotton 
wool and silk, as well as the manufacture of 
pottery, tobacco and paper. 

American steamers continne to look with 
favour upon the Liffey, and last Thursday the 
City of Flint paid us a visit with part cargo 
from Baltimore, vie Glasgow and Belfast.

WORK OF THE RADIUM 
COMMITEE. 


The Radium Committee of the Royal Dublin 
Society issued 16,756 millicuries of radon for 
medical purposes during the year 1951. This 
fast was disclosed in the Committee's annual 
report, read at the scientific meeting of the 
Reval Dublin Society yesterday. 

The quantity of radon issued was smaller 
than during 1930, but larger than during the 

revious year. The decrease is chiefly attri- 
butable to the death, early in 1951, of Dr. 
Walter Stevenson, whose pioneer work om the 
usa of radium undoubtedly caused the use of 
large quantities or radon. — 

he report contains details of the reports 
from some of the largest users, recording the 
treatment of 400 patients, of whom 522 were 
treated for malignant disease. In numerous 
gases highly satisfactory results were ob- 
tained.

Smith, the defendant, said that he was a 
groom. He was holding the horse by the 
head and the horse caught him by the arm. 
He had no whip or stick and he gave the 
horse two kicks on the side of the legs. The

It is to be hoped that the undignified 
dispute between Lord Justice Scrutton and 
Mr. Justice MeCardie will go no further, 
remarks The. Times editorially to-day. At 
the end of last term—in what has become 
romantically known as the Helen of Troy 
case—Lord Justice Scrutton, sitting in 
the Court of Appeal, reproved Mr. Justice 
McCardie for expressing in his judgment 
certain views on sociological problems 
relating to husbands and wives. At the 
opening of the Trinity Term yesterday 
the latter retaliated with a statement 
that he would refuse to supply a copy 
of his notes of the case which was coming 
before him in the event of its going to 
appeal, unless he was satisfied first that 
Lord Justice Serutton would not be a 
member of the Court. 

“I regret?” he added pontifically, 
‘that it has become my duty to ad- 
minister this public rebuke to Lord 
Justice Serntton.’’ As a matter of fact, 
it seems to be extremely doubtful whether 
a judge has the power to refuse to 
supply a copy of his notes to a Court of 
Appeal merely because he disapproves of 
one of the members constituting. it; but, 
however that may be, there can be no 
doubt whatever that this sort of public 
altercation between judges is altogether 
to be deplored, and quite inconsistent with 
the traditions of the Bench. Frank and 
fearless statements of judicial opinion 
are all very well, but they are certainly 
not incompatible with the exercise of tact 
and manners. Incidents such as that 
which came to a climax yesterday are, 
happily, very rare; and, though they will 
not lessen the public confidence in’ our

Rill in Nan “Bente thay, said that 
the recent valuation*of the assets and liabili- 
ties of approved societies disclosed that during 
the five years from 1904 to 1928 covered by 
the valuation there had been, on the ‘one 
hand, a steady drop in the contribation in- 
come of approved societies, due to unemploy- 
ment, and on the other hand, a steady in- 
creased in claims. “Both ‘factors had altered 
since 1928, and the Government Actuary had 
advised that the scheme was no longer able 
to bear the strain imposed. upon it. It was, 
therefore, necessary to take immediate steps 
to restore its financial ‘stability. 

A careful analysis had revealed that the 
principal cause “of loss was thé very high 
rate of claims experienced among insured 
women, and particularly married women. It 
was estim that the loss on the insurance 
of women had been higher in Northern. Ire- 
land than in Great Britain. The Government 
Actuary had advised that it would be possible 
to restore stability by reducing the rates of 
betiefit paid to women in the following 
manner :—Disablement benefit íor single 
women and widows from 7s. 6d. a week to 
6s. a week; sickness benefit for married 
women from 12s. a week to 10s., and dis- 
ablement benefit for married women from 
Ts. 6d. a week to 5s. a week. Unemployed 
members had been relieved of the necessity 
of making any payments, but the Actuary 
had advised that it would be necessary to 
revert to the old principle, and to require 
members to make some payment themselves 
m respect of their arrears of contributions 
if they wished to retain their title to fuil 
benefits. Societies would be called on 
‘to’ bear half the loss of income due to 
unemployment. Steps were being taken to 
preserve for a further period the contribu- 
tery pension rights of genuinely unemployed 
persons who satisfy certain insurance tests. 


BETTER THAN LLOYD GEORGE: 
The Minister of Labour (the Right Hon. 
J. M. Andrews) said that it became quite 
clear after the last valuation that the Health 
Insurance Fund was not upon a sound 
foundation, and that some cha would 
have to be made.

ARCHITECTS’ ADVICE. 
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THE NEED OF EXPERTS. 


The Council of, the Royal Institute of 
Architects of Jtreland has circulated the 
following letter to all Public Authorities 
concerned in the Free State :— , 

Dear Sir,— A deputation of memberg of the 
Couricil of this Institute recently awaited on 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health for the purpose of placing befqre him 
their views on the necessity of securing that 
only qualified architects are yes nor in the 
design and supervision of - buildi work 
catried out by Public Bodies. The Minister 
concurred. generally im the views ‘of the’ 
deputation, and expressed the opinion’ that it 
would be desirable for this lnstitute to keep 
in loser touch with Public Bodies for the 
purpose of assisting and advising on these 
matters. : 

The views af the Institute are as follows :— 

in the designing of building schemes of an 
institutional character four main: considera- 
tions present themselves—viz., 1, building 
cost; . 2, maintenance charges; ó, éasy and 
economical administration; 4, agreeable 
external and internal appearance. 

Building cost is largely influenced by skilful 
planning as well as by simplicity of design and 
omission of unnecessary... ornament. The 
maximum of effective floor area, as compared 
with total floor area, and the vision of 
adequate light and air can only be achieved 
by skilful planning on economic lines. 

Low mainténance charge can be secured 
by sound construction with suitable eres 
(of “Trish ‘manufactare wherever practicable) 
properly carried out under carefinl,supervision. 

Efficient administration, ‘with a minimum 
staff, is possible only where due consideration 
has been given to the convenient relative loca- 
tion’of the various a 1 

It is not an uncommon fault for inex- 
perienced persons fo indulge in undue elabora- 
tion for their buildi ia does not neces- 
sarily constitute woot architecture. On the 
contrary, simplicity of design, combined with 
good proportions, invaria produces the 
best resalts.

The boards of the Hamburg-American and

This is rendered 
possible by the profits from the share can- 
cellations and Seis ina of capital, and the 
fact that the North German Lloyd receives 
a further £1,203,000 in respect of the released 
American properties.

THE LAND ANNUITIES 
QUESTION. 


Mr. J. J. Sheil, solicitor, chairman, pre 
sided .at a special meeting of the Dublin 
County Council held on Monday night for the 
purpose of striking the rate for county ser- 
viees for the coming year. 

The Secretary (Mr. P. J. Murphy) read a 
letter from the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment relative to the rate by the 
Oireachtas of £250,000 towards the relief of 
rates on agricultural land. 

The Minister pointed out that it was not 
contemplated that there should be any altera- 
tion at the present juncture in the normal 
machinery for the ascertainment.and assess- 
ment of the rates upon the individual] rate- 
payers. Where it had not already been done, 
the rate should forthwith be made on the 
basis of ascertained requirements, exclusive 
of the grant now in contemplation. Rate 
warrants and demard notes should be com- 
tr and served upon the ratepayers without 
delay, and without advertence to the grant, 
The allocation of the grant was at present 
engaging the attention oí the Government 
with the object of limiting its application to 
the first £10, or lesser valuation in each case. 

The Council should prepare and furnish to 
the Department with the least possible delay 
a list of the ratepayers occupying small farms 
not exceeding £10 in the valuation of the 
land. Farmers with more than one holding, 
whose combined valuation exceeded £10, 
should be excluded. 

The Secretary’s estimate of rate required 
for the coming year was adopted. 

Mr. Belton proposed that the rate be not 
struck for the present, pending an explicit 
assurance from the Government on the use 
to which the meney collected in respect of 
land annuities was being’ put. Mr. Belton 
said that in the last elections the Fianna 
Fail Party had given explicit pledges that, if 
they were returned to power, they would 
retain the land annuities, and that the monev 
would be allocated to the relief of agri- 
culture.

REPAYMENT OF THE 
SUSPENDED ANNUITIES. 
It is understood that the agreement 
making provision for the repayment to the 
United States of the annuity which has 
not been paid during the year of the 
Hoover moratorium, is likely to be con- 
cluded between the British and American 
Governments within the next few days 
and to be signed in Washington, says The 
Times 

The repayment of the suspended 
annuity will be in addition to the resump- 
tion of the normal payments which become 
due again after July 1, but it is under- 
stood that the beginning of the repayment 
of the unpaid annuity will be silanated 
to the resumption of normal annuities on 


December 15. 


It must be made clear that the agree- | 


ment now being concluded is merely a 
rounding-off of the technical arrangemonts 
for the suspension of international debts 
initiated by President Hoover last June, 
and does not affect one way or the other 
the question whether, in fact, Great 
Britain will be able to resume debt pay- 
monts in December. : 

The agreement simply settles the term 
between the. British and American 
Treasuries on which the deficiencies of the 
Hoover year will be made good if and 
when the present scheme of debt repay- 
ment is resumed.

CHARGE OF RUNNING A 
LOTTERY. 


T5 Otley Derby Club, which was 
founded so that it would be possible 
for members to take part in sweep- 
stakes which would not be of a public char- 
acter, was visited. yesterday by a strong 
party of West Riding Police in sist clothes 

Mr. A. Britton, the secretary-manager, and 
the whole of the staff, which numbored 
eleven women and seven men, were taken 
to the local police station. Later in the 
evening Mr. Britton was charged with 
exercising a lottery. and the remainder with 
aiding and abetting. All were liberated on 
bail until next Tuesday. 


The raid was made under a warrant issued | 


under Section 2 of the Gaming Act of 1802. 
At a special sitting of the Otley Bench 
last night Mr. C. P. Brutton prosecuted on 
behalf of the West Riding Police, and Mr. 
R. C. Davies, of Leeds, represented the 
defendants. 
Mr. Brutton said that, with the exception 


of Britton and Arthur Dunwell, against whom | 


charges would be preferred later, all the 
defendants were either clerks or stewards in 
the employ of the Otley Derby Club. He 
added that other persons connected with the 
conduct of the club would also be prosecuted. 
He also said there could be no question but 
that, apart from the lottery, it was nothing 
more than a bogus club. 

The magistrate agreed to allow bail to the 
whole of the defendants—Britton and Dun- 
well in their surety of £50 and one other of 
a similar amount, and all the other 
defendants in their surety of £10 each, the 
condition being that they were not to visit 
the club premises. 

In the case of Britton a condition was 
that all money must be handed over to the 
Clerk of the Couft. 

An accountant was put in charge of the 
incoming mail, under the direction of the 


Clerk of the Court, and Britton and Dunwell | 


are only to be ailowed into the club by 
appointment with the accountant. 

The Clerk of the Court was given power 
to pay wages and accounts, and to handle 
what money he considers reasonable for the 
defence.
